More than once, in the forty miles betweeen 
Belfast and Ballymenagh, our motion was re- 
versed, for some cause quite unknown to me 
aad we lingered on the way in a manner quite 
provoking to any one who had a full day’s work 
before htm. 





While the Irish railways, in point of reguia- 
rity and speed, are quite inferior to the English, 
they surpass them so 4s to leave no opporta- 
aity for comparison, in their attention to the 
comforts of second class passengers. The cam 
for the second-class are as large and airy as for 
the Gret-class, and differ from them, as far as I 
could see, only in the seats having the cushions 
covered with cheaper stuff and in the absence 
of arms, separating the passencers from cach 
ether. On the other hand, the accommodations 
for third-class passengers are pot so good as in 
England. Uocovered cars are mach more com- 
mon, at least on the roads that I saw. Thus, 
taking the trains as a whole, they are about on 
& par with their English neighbors. The prices 
are generally lower than in Great Britain. A 
second class passenger in Irelan:! pays very lit- 
tle more for hie passage than the third-class 
passenger in England. 

In the sections of Ireland which I saw, the 

seemed quite inferior to that which 
T had just left on the other side « f the channel. 
Te peatness and cleanliness, nine tenths of what 
I sew seemed inferior to the firs of Montgo- 
mery, Bucks and Chester countirs. As we ap- 
proached Belfast in the steamer, the shores of 
the Lough seemed beaztiful, and well cultiva 
ted, and until I bad left Belfast several miles in 
the distance, | saw nothing in marked contrast 
with English farming. But afte: wards, for fifty 
or sixty miles North, and as many on another 
route back to Belfast, the ficids were carelessly 
tilled, and bore no evidence of the rich vield 
which 1 had expected to see. In the potato 
fields, and in the grass, weeds, that with us 
are not deemed peculiarly valuabie adjuncts t 
8 crop, disputed with the intended crop for 
pre-eminence. 1 had pictured to myself « 
treshmess and luxuriance of vegetation, surpass- 
fag that which bad fascinated my attention in 
Engieed.

A little stream runs 
through, crossed by a very fine bridge, seem- 
ingly quite out of proportion to the tiny rill that 
runs below. From the central arch, North and 
South, you have a view of the richest dale that 
I saw in Ireland, bat it seemed not half so pretty 
as when it first ly broke upon me as 
I descended the mountain side. From this 
point your course lies continually along the 
coast, the gigantic cliffs frowning upon you as 
you pass. In many places they have been blast- 
ed away to make room for the road. Very few 
houses are to be seen, and | found my walk so 
lonety, that I longed for some of those congenial 
companions that I had so often met in my walks 
im England. There are, bere and there, small 
villages, where litle inlets give barbor for a few 
light craft. Suspicious looking caves, some, 
apparently nateral, some, evidently, cut out, 
suggest many « tale of smuggling, daring and 
cunning. Gruff looking men, rough as the 
rocks that look out upon the sea, may serve to 
@) up the tale that the scenery had suggested. 

As I approached Glenarm, | saw a monument 
that arrested my attention. It was a block of 
granite, erected by the Countess of London- 
derry, who is connected with the county of 
Armagh by blood and marriage, asa token of 
gratitude to England, for ber unstinted benevo- 
lence, during the years of famine. The position 
is very appropriate, ever standing with its words 
of gratitude facing the land for which they arr 
intended. How far they are deserved, I will 
bot take apon myself to say. 

During this excursion, I had frequent oppor 
tunities to notice the diference between Irish 
and English curiosity in reference to America 
In England the knowledge that I was an Ame- 
rican, almost invariably gave rise to an expres 
sion of surprise, followed by a shower of ques- 
tions. In Ireland itwas notso. I was disposed 
to attribute its absence to a better acquaintance 
with us by letters and intercourse with triends 
who had returned; but in some cases | found so 
entire ap ignorance that there is such a country 
as America, that I am hardly willing to accept 
the former as « sufficient explanation. 1 found 
the «ame jovial, free-hearted. good humor and 
wit among the people, that I have seen so fre 
quently in America; its development is affected, 
to some extent, by surrounding circumstances. 
You will hear Hiberniciams, in Ireland, the 
birth of poverty, improvidence and famine, the:

Parseavixe Fexce Poste.—Accident in some 
instances has led to the discovery that lime ap- 
plied to wood preserves it from decay. The 
whitewashing of fences is practiced, more as a 
substitute for paint and appearance sake, than 
to prevent decay. Even this superficial mode 
of applying lime, is of some use in preserving 
wood. Having full confidence in the efficacy 
of lime as a preservative of wood to make fence 
posts less subject to rot, | have this season, for 
the first time, used it as follows :— 

I provided a number of boaris, about three 
feet long, of various breadths, and one inch 
thick, with a hole in the end of each. When 
the hele in the ground was ready for the reeep- 
tion of the post, some lime was put into It; on 
this lime the post was placed ; some of the nar- 
row boards were then selected, and placed to 
and around the post in the hole afier the usual 
manner; and when filled, the boards were drawn 
This is done with greater ficility, by put- 
ting & stick into the hole in the upper end of 
the board, by which it may be raised by « lever 
or pry, if too fast to draw out otherwise. The 
boards being all removed, @ill the space they oc- 
ecupied with quick-lime; if bet partially, it is 
better than if totally slacked, because as it 
slacks it will expand, and make the posts stand 


out.
